That the City Council approves the expansion of Residential Permit Parking Area 7 to
include portions of the Mitchell Park neighborhood.

In accordance with Tempe City Code 8§88 19-111 through 115, City Council approval of
a Residential Permit Parking area is required.

The residents of the Mitchell Park neighborhood have petitioned the city to study the
area for Residential Permit Parking. Two locations have been identified as potential
additions to Area 7. Location #1 is the section of Wilson Street between 10" Street
and the alley south of 11" Street. Area #2 is the short section of 10" Street in front of
511 and 515 W. 10" Street. A study of the area showed that there was considerable
out-of-area parking generated by Arizona State University.

It has been reported that out-of-area parking has taken up the homeowner’s parking
and has resulted in increased traffic through the neighborhood.

According to residents the parking problem occurs on weekdays between the hours of
8 AM and 4 PM, which is consistent with class scheduling at Arizona State University.
Students are parking in the neighborhood and walking or bicycling to class.

The residents of Mitchell Park were sent questionnaires to determine if they wanted to
participate in a Residential Permit Parking Program.

The following table shows the complete results. The percentages shown are based on
the response from each household. Each household was allowed a single response.

Nine (64%) of the 14 homes on Wilson Street support Permit Parking. None of the
properties on Wilson Street responded with a “no” vote. Three (50%) of the homes on
10™ Street support Permit Parking. Permit parking is recommended only on 10" Street
in front of the properties that voted “yes.” It is recommended that Permit Parking be
installed as shown by the dotted lines on the following map.
